on duty at the time. A display of U.S. coins was also shown by Bromberqa. 
Co-chairing this year's clinic were: Whittier Coin Club president, Robert 
Marshall and Esther Bromberg, club secretary. Other members who offered 
time and expertise were: Al Lyles, Mac McCandless, Milt Goldberg, Paul Ma 
Paul Engstrom, Slavic Uhlir, John Coll, Dr. Sol Taylor, John deSantis, 


and juniors Bryan Kotoff, and Mike Carlin. 


Amongst the more unusual items to show up this year were a set of early 
U.S. coins taped to a card with clear tape including a classic head $2% 
gold piece, three scarce commemorative halves, an AU 1932D quarter, 
and an XF seated liberty quarter. The owner thought they were "junk". 
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As in the pasty Rae most commonly offered advice is; "If the Goins are not 
part of a Gol@eetion, sell them”. "De Hot hang onto them for seme indefinit 
time only to give them to some relative--usually a child who has no 
interest in them. If they are a part of a collection store them safely 

so they can be easily retrieved when wanted or needed." Anf finally,

of the 1950D nickel worth $25 in 1965 versus $8 today is one case cited 
over and over, and the fact that common silver coins today are worth iess 
them o third ofstheie value only two years ago Unfortunately, there 

were altered and counterfeit coins among the items brought in for examina- 


tion. Usually these were items collected by persons now deceased.

He aiso arranged with 
the Lusk Co. (owners of the Whittwood shopping center) to advertise 
National Coin Week amd the Coin Clinic on the shopping ceuters huge 
Signboard auring National Coin Week. David Kanter of Expos Unlinited 
mailed out news releases to various mewspapers and radio stations. 
Small cards were placed on area super market bulletin boards and in 
libraries. The bank Vice president and manager Stuart Mc Cown paid 
for a sign and furnished an easel set up in the bank a week before 
to advertise National Coin Week and the Coin Clinic. 


Monday Apil 18, 1983, a table and chairs were set up in a corner 
of the bank. An exhibit case containing proof sets, wint set, Cc dollars 
gold type set and miscellaneous type coins, free Numismatic News papers 
furnished by Krause Publishing, club bulletins and business cards, cards 
of area coin dealers and coin and paper money reference books to aid 
in identfing and pricing were on the table. Club members manned the 
table each day of the week during banking hours. Everyone was told of 
our club activities and invited to attend the next meeting. 


The week was a huge success. One hundred and ninty eight persons 
took advantage of our free service. Mr. McCown informed us that he 
received tv/complimentary comments of our clinic and invited us to set 
up again next year.
